INCREASE OF STATE EXPENDITURES—THE GRASS- 
HOPPER PLAGUE AND STATE RELIEF—WISELY 
LIBERAL RAILBOAD LEGISLATION. 
dpectal Correspondence of Th Chieace Tribune, 
Sr. Paul, March 8,—During the session which 

ended last Friday noon, the Legislature of Min- 

nesota appropriated $863,793.38, or $143,177.23 
more than was appropriated during the session 
of 1874. The tax-levy of this year is expected 
to produce $550,000; while the receipts from 
taxes upon earnings of railway, insurance, and 
telegraph companies, and from minor 
sources of iucome, will be about $300,000. 

In consideration of the impoverished condition 

of a part of our people, and the general finan- 

cial depression, probably every member of the 

Legislature was honestly resolved, at the open- 

ing of the session, to do his part towards a large 

reduction of State expenses. But, as usual, the 
pressure for increased, instead of reduced, appro- 
priations was irresistible. The people of the 
gresshopper regions were to be relieved, and 
their necessities required extraordinary 
appropriations, amounting to $112.300, Then, 
our overworked and poorly-paid Supreme 

Judges were fairly entitled to larger 

salaries; more District Judges were 

needed; the census of this year required another 
extraordimary appropriation ; there were numer- 
ous private claims where the Btate was clearly 
responsible; here and there, through each de- 
partment of public service, a little was yielded, 
on ong or another plausible pretext, or to sheer 
persistence ; and, at last, most of the members, 
astonisbed at the aggregate of the expenditures 
they have authorized, are ready to confess that 
legislative economy should be measured, not by 
mazimum figures, but by the minimum of appar- 
ent requirements. 

THE GRASSHOPPER PLAGUE.

The first reports re- 
ceived from the officers sent out to prepare for 
distribution of army-clothing sustain the sus- 
picions referred to. Capt. Van Horn finds oaly 
sixteen cases of destitution in Otter Tail County, 
where near 100 was estimated; and Lieut. Burch 
finds only 140 in Murray County. where 
over 200 were reported to the State 

Relief Committee. One member threatened to

FACTS FROM AND FOR THE UNION PACIFIC. 

The nation paid, up to March 1, nearly 
$9,000,000 in interest on the bonds issued in 
behalf of the Union Paeific Road. It has 
done so under the impression that the road 
was not earning enough to pay this for itself. 
This impression has been strengthened by the 
recent piteous piea of poverty, filed by the 
Union Pacific Directorate at Washington, in 
order to induce the Government to accept the 
so-called ‘‘compromise,” by which the road 
was to pay each year from one-third to one- 
half of the interest due that ycar, and was 
then to be released from all liability for the 
principal ! 

Belief in the truth.of the Company’s state- 
ments cannot survive the report submitted 
by the Directors to the stockholders at Bos- 
ton yesterday. The managers are evidently 
Janus-faced. They gaze at the nation at 
large with rueful faces, and months full of 
plaints over the corporation's poverty, while 
they smile cheerily at the men inside the 
concern, and parade the $6,000,000 net profit 
of last year. The report states that the net 
profit, despite heavy expenditures for new 
track and thorough maintenanee of the equip- 
ment, was nearly $6,000,000. The exact fig- 
ures were as follows: 

The gross earnings for the past year were $10,549,- 
880; the expenres, including taxes, $4,050,314; sur- 
plus earnings, $5,90.,565, the operating exp-uses be 
ing 44 per cent of the gross earnings, The surplus 
earnings forthe year are equal to 7 per cent on the 
eutire stock and bonds of the Company. The paseen- 
ger cornings amounted to §5,952,858, and the freight 
earnings to 8,4. 781. 

Since the concern has cleared 7 per cent on 
its bonds, it might be expected to pay the 6 
per cent on its Government aid-bonds for the 
current year,—but it won't. It prefers to tax

amount saved among its own members. The 
report actually proposes a 6 per cent divi- 
dend on stock.

The Directors rt that the controversies 
with the Government will soon be settled. 
This can only mean that they have reason to 
believe that their recen t absurdly outrageous 
proposal to compromise” will be accepted. 
We protest against this, in the name of the 
people of the United States. That compro- 
mise, as we have already shown, makes the 
people lose the only shred of security it now 
has,—-a second mortgage on the road. —and 
gives them nothing in return, All the Com- 
pany promises to do is to pay for twenty 
years one-third of the annual interest aceru- 
ing on these bonds, and for some years there- 
after one-half of such interest. In return for 
this great favor, the people are to let the 
road off from the payment of the $9,000,000 
interest already accrued, pay two-thirds 
of the interest for twenty years 
and one-third thereafter, give up its 
second mortgage and pay the whole princi- 
pal! This barefaced proposition only needs 
to be understood to be rejected hy the people. 
No Government can afford to take the erush- 
ing responsibility of accepting it. The re- 
port of the Directots shows that the Union 
Pacific can easily pay its debta to the uttermost 
farthing, and it should be made to do 60. 
If Attorney-General WIA Auaus cannot get it 
out of the corporatidn, let him make way for 
aman who can, Marr Canrenrss, for in- 
stance. 


THE PROPOSED BUILDING LAV. 

The proposed building law for Chicago, 
the context of which we have alre@dy 
printed, has been sent down to Springfield in 
the shape of an act to apply to all e.ties in 
the State having 100/000 or more inhabitants. 
This action has been prompted by the ob- 
stinate delay in passing the measure through 
the Common Counvil, and the supposed in- 
disposition of a majority of that body to 
adopt it. If there were suficient intelligence 


in the Common Council to understand the 


merits of the proposed law, and sufficient 
interest in the welfare of the city to see the 
necessity of having such a law, there would 
be no need to go to the Legisla- 
ture with it. As it is, it is hoped 
that the Legislature will do what the Com- 
mou Council so ignorantly refuses to do for 
the safety of the city. The only question is 
whether the limitation of the law to cities of 
100.000 or more does not come under the 
constitutional prohibition of special legisla- 
tion; but this is still an open question, and 
it is as well that the Supreme Conrt pass on it 
in connection with this law as with any other. 
We are informed that the Ohio and Indiana 
Supreme Courts have held such legislation 
not to be special. Of course there is no hope 
for the passage of the bill without this clause 
as there are no such good reasons for apply- 
ing it to the other small incorporated 
cities in the State. We hope, therefore, 
it will be passed with this clause (1), that the 
limitation may be passed upon by the Lu- 
preme Court once! for all, and (2) that, if it 
be not unconstitutional, Chicago may thus 
enjoy a protection Without which all the fire- 
engines in Christendom will not save us from 
disastrous conflagrations. , 

There is positively no valid objection what- 
ever to the law. It is the product of the best 
talent among the architects and master-build- 
ers. It has had the approval of the Chapter 
of Architects and the Board of Underwriters. 
and of all the leading master-builders. It has 


} undergone very thorough revision by experts, 


and the present draft of the law is thought 
to be complete and effective. It is not 
un law calculated to oppress. the middle 
and poorer classes in any manner. Their in- 
terests have been considered as well as those 
of the city at large, and it is said that small 
and modest homes can be built, under the 
provisions of this law, at as low a cost as 
without it, with the difference that they will 
be essentially fire-proof. The frame shanties 
sometimes cost mu¢h more than Mr. Myers, 
of the Farmers,’ Merchants’ & Mechanics’ 
Savings Bank, has found necessary for the 
construction of fire-proof cottages, which 
can be built, under his plans, for $1,250. 
His investigations into this subject have led 
to the adoption of the rule at that bank not 
to loan money for the construction of any 
other than fire-proof buildings. The safety 
of Chicago depends upon the application of 
this rule to the whole city; and this is just 
what the proposed building law will accom- 
plish. | 

Chicago is the only great and prosperous 
city in the world which hag not an intelligent 
and comprehensive building law, enforced as 
rigidly as any other laws. The existing fire- 
ordinance does not supply the need in any 
sense. In the first place, it is altogether too 


general and too vague in its provisions; in 


the sepsond place, it provides no adéquate 
means for carrying out and enforcing its re- 
strictions. The new law, besides the par- 
ticularity with which if prescribes the 
conditions for all classes of buildings, 
provides for the appointment by the 
Mayor and Common Council of a Super- 
iatendent of Buildings, whose appointment 
is made conditional upon a certificate of com- 
petoncy issued by a commission consisting of 
seven architects, ahd likewise appointed by 
the Mayor. The Superintendent has the 
appointment of Ingpectors of Buildings, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Mayor and the 


same commission of architects, and these 


practical persons are invested with anthority 
to stop the construction of any building 
which fails to comply with the pro- 
visions of the law, and also to re- 
port violators of the law for the 
infliction of the penalties described. Some 
such system as this is absolutely essential to 
the future safety of the city. It will. save 
tax-payers millions of dollarg in the destruc. 
tion of property, rates of insurance, and cost 
of maintaining an unnecessarily expensive 
Fire Department. | It is a measure in the line 
of prevention of fires, and, as such, is the 
only suggestion that is worthy to be enter- 
tained at the present time. The Common 
Council ought to pass it as an ordinance; but, 
if this cannot be compassed, we hope that 
the bill will be passed by the Legislature.

AN AMERICAN CARDINAL. 

A cable dispatch tothe New York Free- 
man’s Journal announces that at a consistory 
to be held at Rome on the 15th inst. there 
will be appointed seven Cardinals to fill as 
many vacaucies, Two of these are resident 
in Prussia, one in Belgium, two in Italy, and 
Archbishop Mannixe, of London, and Arch- 
bishop McCuosxex, of New York. The Col- 
lege of Cardinals generally numbers about 
seventy members, including the three orders 
of Cardinal Bishops, Cardinal Priests, and 
Cardinal Deacons. A number of vacancies 
now exist. We believe that all the present 
Cardinals have been appointed by Prus IX., 
who has outlived all those who were 
in office at the time of his election. Of 
the present body there is one from Germany, 
two from Austria, four or five Frenchmen, 
two Spaniards, one Portuguese, one from 
Guatemala, and one from Ireland. The 
others are Italians. The two now selected 
from Prussia are two Bishops who have been 
imprisoned by the Government, The ap- 
pointment of Archbishop Manyina is the 
first in England since the days of ELuanzrn. 
Archbishop McCuosxey is the first Cardinal 
appointed from the United States. This ap- 
pointment of an English and an American 
Cardinal is an indication of a slight change 
in the policy of the Church. It, to a partial 
extent, recognizes the principle of rep- 
resentation. The Roman Catholics of this 
country and of Engiand constitate a numerous 
body of the membership of the Church, and 
in zeal and devotion, and in material contri- 
bution to the support of the Church, excel, 
perhaps, any equal number of the members 
of the Church. The money contributions 
from England and the United States form a 
large part of the support of the Church gov- 
ernment in Rome. Many of the wealthiest 
families in England are of that faith, and are 
liberal in its support. 

The appointment of Archbishop Manntxo 
is also a recoguition of his ability and labors. 
An Englishman by Dirth, he has done much 
for the Church in that country. The 
selection of Archbishop McCuiosgey is, 
however, more of a recognition of 
the Church in this country, and 
especially of the Cantch in New York, than 
personal. Though avery estimable and re- 
spectable prelate, he is not ranked among 
the ablest Bishops of the American Church. 
He is a quiet, unostentatious, and unaggress- 
ive Bishop. He has not distinguished him- 
self as a scholar. as a writer, nor as an orator. 
but the fact that he succeeded Archbishop 
Hoon, perhaps, makes tho contrast in these 
particulars more unfavorable to him than 
otherwise. There have been recently an in- 
crease of Bishops of the Church in this 
country and also an increase of the number 
of Archbishops. The country is divided into 
as many provinces as there are Archbishops. 
and in each of these provinces there are a 
number of Suffragan Bishoprics. Now comes 
the appointment of a Cardinal, which will 
give an unity to the organization of the 
Church government in the United States 
which it has not yet possessed. 


THE SINKING-FUND POLICY. 
It is understood at Washington that the 


Secretary of the Treasury is about to issue a 
call for the surrender of $30,000,000 of 5-20 
bonds, the same to be redeemed on account 
of the sinking fund. Whether the $5,000,- 
000 of such bonds called in under date of 
March 1 is a part of the whole sum, we do not 
know. e think this redemption of the pub- 
lic debt for the purpose of continuing it in 
the form of a sinking fund is a rather ques- 
tionable policy. The United States had, up 
to July, 1874, purchased $141,000,000 of 
bonds for the sinking fund. But this pur- 
chase has not been of any relief to 
the public. The interest on all this 
sum of bonds is collected semi-annu- 
ally just the same as if the principal 
had not been paid. The burden of a debt is 
in the annual interest- theroon; to consider 
the debt reduced by the amount of these 
bonds purchased isa practical absurdity, so 
long as the interest is required to be paid 
just the same. This annual interest, to- 
gether with adirect employment of gold equal 
to 1 per cent of the total debt, is used to pur- 
chase more bonds, and thus it goes on. With 
this thirty millions of dollars added to the 
sinking fund, the annual amount of interest 
collected of the people on the paid debt 
will be in excess of ten millions of dollars, 
being one-tenth of the charge for interest on 
the whole public debt. The thirty millions 
of this year will be thirty-four millions next 
year, and with almost arithmetical progres- 
sion the direct tax upon the country to 
pay the debt is made an intolerable burden. 

The Secretary of the Treasury insists that 
this annual purchase of an ever-increasing 
amount of the principal of the publi¢ debt is 
essential myjintaining the public credit! 
This theory is exploded by the fact that the 
Government has redeemed over $150,000,000 
of the bon ed debt in excess of what is re- 
quired for the sinking fund. We think the 
theory unsound, because it is opposed to the 
experience of all other countries, anid to the 
natural laws of national credit. In the first 
place, it destroys the market value of the na- 
tional bonds by introducing the element of 
uncertainty into the investment, A 40-year 
bond bearing 5 per sent is more valuable as 
an investment than a 5-year bond bearing 6 
or even 7 per cent, and, when a 
bond is liable to be called in ait 
any moment, it loses its value as 
an inves ment beyond its par value or mere 
intrinsio worth as an evidence of debt. Thore 
is now but a difference of 2 cents in the 
dollar in the currency value of the 5-20 6 
per cent bonds of 62 and the new ö per 
cent bonds. The former are subject to call 
atany moment. They are not sought for as 
an investment, and have no market in otlier 
countries. If the Secretary of the Treasury 
would put on the market, a 40-year bond 
bearing 5 per cent, to be exchanged at par 
for all the 6 per cents outstanding, it is more 
than likely he would find a quick market for 
them. Sach bonds would have the charac- 
ter of permanency which does not attach to 
any part of the debt. Even the new 6 per 
cent bonds may be called in by the Secre- 
tary as early as 1881. They are the only 
national bonds now outstanding that may 
not be called in at any time, The whole 
bonded debt, therefore, is of the character of 
a temporary loan, subject to payment at 
three months’ notice, and is for that reason 
less desirable as an investment, both at home 
sad abroad, than bonds at a less rate of in- 
terest and having a longer time to run. The

It is a notable fact that the holders of the 
national bonds are not importuning the Gov- 
ernment for payment. All these bonds are 
at or above par, and that class of creditors 
are entirely content. Where the Government 
credit suffers is in its overdue paper, which 
it makes no effort to redeem, and which is so 
depreciated that it prevents a return to hon- 
est values and honest money. It keeps the 
trade of the country unsettled by producing 
a fluctuation in the currency as violent as it 
is irregular. Here is where the public credit 
not only suffers, but where its derangement 
disturbs the whole commerce and trade of 
the country, weakens the credit, retards the 
production, and increases the debt of the 
people and of all the municipalities. 
It necessitates a larger annual expenditure 
for all purposes by the Government, necessi- 
tates an oppressive taxation, and is the source 
of many evils. The bonded debt of the 
country is no cause of anxiety. No legisla- 
tion, nor sinking fuad, nor annual payment, 
is required to keep that at par. That portion 
of the publie debt will take care of itself. 
What is needed in order to place the credit of 
the Government and of the people on a sound 
footing is the reform of the currency—its 
elevation to coin value; and to this end the 
sinking fund is an embarrassment rather than 
an advantage. 


THE REGISTRY LAW, 

The bill repealing the Registry law in this 
State has passed to a third reading in the 
Sendte by 22 ayes to 15 noes, 14 Senators ab- 
sent or not voting. The billis in substance 
a bill to abolish legal elections in Chicago, in- 
asmuch as it will be simply impossible to 
have an honest election in this city without a 
registry. Its repeal will remove the only 
safeguard that now shields the ballot-box and 
guarantees any purity of elections. Do away 
with the registry, and the election polls are at 
once exposed to frauds and corruptions of the 
most wholesale description. The ballot-box- 
stuffer, the repeater, roughs, and rowdies will 
control them, and the respectable class of 
the community will be defrauded of its rights 
and have no remedy. It cannot hope to 
redress its wrongs by contesting an election, 
because it cannot expose the frauds. Now, 
every voter is registered by name and resi- 
dence, and his vote is numbered to cor- 
respond with his number on the register, or, 
if he is not registered, his vote has to be 
sworn in so that it can be identified in case 
of necessity. The ballot-box-stuffer or re- 
peater who registers himself from a vacant 
lot, or a wood-} ile, or a hole under the side- 
walk, or a hay-loft, can now be identified as a 
frandulent voter by means of the registry, 
and hundreds of such have been discovered 
in the Alderma zie contest, for instance, in 
the Twentieth Ward of this city, by this 
means. Do av ay with the registry, and 
Chicago will be s‘ the mercy of the criminal 
and disreputable classes, and honest and re- 
spectable people can have no remedy. Ihe 
Legislature might just as well pass a bill to 
abolish elections in this county as to 
pass a bill to repeal the Registry law. The 
two are synonymons. Of course, in the 
rural districts, where the voters in towns and 
villages are acquainted with each other, 
where every voter knows every other voter, 
and a fraudulent vote can be detected instant- 
ly, there is little necessity for a registry ; but 
in a large city like Chicago, where people are 
unacquainted with each other, where a voter 
does not even know the other voter living on 
the same street with himself, there can be 
no protection against fraud except by record- 
ing voters so that they can be identified in 
case of necessity. For these reasons we hope 
that the Governor will promptly veto the re- 
peal if it is passed, and compel the Legisla- 
ture to pass it by the two-thirds vote. Let 
these men who want to place the ballot-box 
in the hands of the disreputable classes and 
defeat the will of the honest voters by vio- 
lence and fraud go upon the recordin favor 
of it. 


MINNESOTA RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

One year ago the Legislature of Minnesota 
passed an act similar to the Railroad law of 
this State. Three Commissioners appointed 
by the Governor were empowered to pre- 
scribe maximum rates of fare and freight, 
which were to be accepted in all courts as 
prima facie evidence of what were reason- 
able rates; and any railroad company con- 
victed of charging in excess of the Commis- 
sioners’ rates was to be deemed guilty of 
extortion and to be fined therefor. The 
Supreme Court of the State having affirmed 
the power of the Legislature to regulate the 
tariffs of railroads chartered by it, the com- 
panies had to conform to the law.

It pro- 
vides for the appointment of one Railroad 
Commissioner, whose duties are to inquire 
into the neglect or violation of the laws 
of the State by any railroad cofporation do- 
ing business therein, to examine into the con- 
dition, equipment, and management of the 
various roads, and to report annually to the 
Governor such facts and statements as will 
disclose the working of the railroad system of 
the State. 

Unjust discrimination and extortion are 
prohibited by making it unlawful for any rail- 
road company to charge any person or per- 
sons a greater sum for a like service, from 


the same place and upon uke conditions, 


than is charged any other person, or to de- 
mand or receive an unreasonable price for 
the transportation of persons or property, or 
for handling or storing freight, or for the 
use of its cars. Upon conviction of viola- 
tion, the company is to forfeit to the party 
aggrieved three times the actual 
sustained or over-charges paid, together with 
the costs of suit. Another provision—vhich 
might have been improved by enforcing pub- 
lication—requires that all drawbacks and con- 
tracts for special rates aha I be alike open to 
all persons under similar circumstances. 
The companies are thus simply placed under 
the common law. | 
This act took effect upon its passage. It 
concedes, by implication, the commercial ne- 
cessity of just discrimination, and affords the 
peopie all needful protection against extor- 
tion by throwing upon the companies the 
onus of proving that their rates are reason-

The opposition is chiefly confined to the sugar 
refiners of Louisiana and the Pacific coast. 
Some of the Sandwich Island sugars are so 
light in color that it is thought their importaiion 
free of duty would interfere with the sale 
of manufactured refined sugar in this country. 
Secretary Fish and the Sandwich Island Com- 
missioners were both on the floor of the Senate 
to-day in the interests of the treaty. 

The provision which was long since referred to 
in these dispatches as a paitial protecicrate over 
the Sand aich L-jands is contaiaed in an amend 
ment which will be proposed, to the effect that 
the Hawaiian Government shall not sell or lease 
any of ite harbors, or grant like privileges to any 
other power pending the existence of this treaty, 
Lhe vote on the tieuty is not likely to be a sec- 
tional one. The impression prevails among the 
Senators who bave given the subject most atten- 
tiou that the treaty will fall to receive the neces- 
gary two-thi: ds.

THE BELGIAN TREATY. 

In accordance with a joint :esolution of June 
17, 1874, and due notice given the Belgian Gov- 
ernment in July, 1874, the treaty of commerce 
sod Navigation of 1858 ende July 1, vexi, In 
place of it the President sent to the Senate yes- 
cerday a pew treaty signed at Washington. March 
8, by Secretary Fish and the Belyian Minister 
Delfosse, on behalf of their respective Govern- 
ments, ibis new treaty was to-day 
ratified in executive session. The majouity 
of the articles relating to commerce are copied 
verbatim from the treaty of 1858. The article of 
that treaty exempting steam vessels from ton- 
nage ani anchorage dues “is stricken out of the 
pew treaty, aud a provision inserted giving the 
contracting parties the right to terminate the 
t-eaty on a year's notice. Tbe most impo:tant 
feature of the new treaty is the provision rela- 
tive to trade-marks contained in Sec. 18. This 
prohibits tbe counterfeiting of trade-marks in 
either couvtry. The rigut of action against 
counterfe.ters is in the country where the coun- 
terfeiting is done, and the courts are given juris- 
diction. Americans are to lodge their trade- 
marks at Brusso!s in the office of the Tribunal] of 
Commerce, and Beigians in Washiogton at the 
Paten: Office.

CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 
A CHANGE ORDERED. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune. 

Wasurreton, D. C., March 10.—The order 
abolishing the technical rules of the Civil Ser- 
vice has been promuigated. The old system of 
appointment which was used in the Treasury 
Department priorto the establishment of the 
Civil Service syetem, as revived, subject to the 
modifieations of the provisions of the Kellogg 
bill reorganizing the Treasury Dopartment. 
This bill is amendatory of that old law. The 
old law provides that vo clerk shall be appointed 
to any Department in either of the four classes 
until he bas been examined and found qualified 
by a Board of three Examiners, to consist 
of the Chief of the Bureau or offices in which 
such clerk is to be appointed, and two other 
clerks to be selected by the head of the Depart- 
ment. Tue Keilogg bili provides that appoint- 
ments shall be equally distributed among the 
States op the basis of Congressional representa- 
tives. The old law, providing Jor examinations 
by the Chief Clerk, feu into disuse a considerable 
period before the outbreak of the Rebe ion. but 
was revived and strictly followed by Mr. Bout- 
well when Secretary of the Treasury.

The New French Cabinet Officially 
Announced, 


Britf Personal Sketches of the Mem- 
bers of the Ministry. 


Programme of the Policy to Be 
Adopted. 


FRANCE. 

THE YEW CABINET. 
Pants, March 10.—It is officially announced 
that the Ministry has been formed as follows: 
M. Buffet, Interior; M. Dufsure, Justice; M. 
Leon Say, Finance; M. Walion, Public Instrue- 
tion ; Vicompte de Meaux, of the Right, Agri- 
culture ; Duke de Cazes, Foreign Affairs; Gen.

PROGRAMME OF THE NEW CABINET. 

P March 10.— The Courier de France re- 
ports Wat M. Dufavre has drawn up a pro- 
gramme of policy for the new Miuisiry, the lead- 
wg features of which areas follows: The As- 
sembiy, on meeting after the Easter holidays, to 
vote the budget ; the Senatorial elections to be 
held next September; the dissolution of the As- 
sembly to follow in October ; the Government 
to demand the maintenance of tho present elec- 
toral bestem, and to raise the state of siege in all 
the departments except the Seine, the ue, 
and Bauche du Rhone. 

Louis-Joseph Buffet is a man nearly 60 years 
of age, and has been prominent in French af- 
fairs for thirty years. Previous to the Revolu- 
tion of February, 1848, he practiced as an advo- 
cate. Upon the declaration of the second Repub- 
lic, he was elected the second of the eleven rep- 
reseutatives fiom the Department of the Vosges. 
He filled several high positions in the 
years previous to the Napoleonic usurpation, 
and was made a chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor in 1851. After the coup d'etat of the 2d 
of December, he retired from national politics, 
devoting his services to the Canton of Thiliot 
for teu years. He entered the National Con- 
gress again in 1864, and was a leader till 1870. 
When Ollivier formed a Ministry in that year, 
Buffett was given the conduct of the finances, 
and his accession to the place was warmly ap- 
proved on all sides. When the Right or Lip- 
eral” portion of the Chamber forced the famous 
plebiscitam upon Ollivier, Buffet considered it 
necessary to tender hie resignation. After Na- 
poleon was overihrown, Thiers offered Buf- 
fet the Ministry of Finance in the 
Provisional Oabinet, which he refused. 
His political course subsequently placed bim 
many times in positions bitterly hostile to the 
Chief nxecutive, and the latter finally succumbed 
to the pressure exerted by Buffet and others. 
Among the measures which have received his 
warm advocacy have been the Municipal law the 
law declaring the political eligibility of Priaces, 
the dissolution of the National Guard, and the 
retention of the Governmens at Versailles. Not- 
withstanding the very conservative complexion

INSURANCE. 
THE NATIONAL FIRE, OF PHILADELPHIA. 

During the last few days rumors have been in 
ciroulation that the National Fire and Marine 
Insurance Company, of Philadelphia, a company 
which bad been doing a very large business in 
this city, bad failed, and thet all efforts of the 
creditors to get any satisfactory information 
from the agents in this city had failed. There- 
fore a Tumor reporter called at the office of 
the agents, Messrs. Snyder & Asay, a day or two 
ago, to make inquiries in regard to this matter. 
Mr. Asay, the junior member of the firm, stated 
to the reporter that the rumors, so far as the 
failure of the Company was concerned, were 
correct, but be was as yet unable to give any 
information as to the intention of the Company 
regarding the claims of the creditors. 
The Directors were to hold a meeting 
at Philadelohia the next day, and decide what 
action to take under the circumstances. Until 
he could hear from that meeting, he was unable 
to give any information, and he hoped Tur

a day dr two. By that time he would be able to 
give a full and satisfactory statement to the 
press. A premature publication of the Com- 
pauy's trouble would unnecessarily alarm the 
creditors and create a panic, aud there was no 
necessity for such a thing, as the Company migbt 
be able to settib in full.

WHAT CAUSED THIS DISASTER, 

Mr. Asay stated that the losses of the Company 
du ing the last yeir bad been immense. The 
losses throughout the United States amounted to 
over $400,000, of which over #100,000 had to be 
placed to the account of this city, while the re- 
cei pts did not amount to much more than half of 
that amount. Then the statement made by Tax 
Tarpune last summer, that the Company was 
financially in a bad condition, also did them much 
harm, and on account of it 350,000 worth of 
policies were canceled. ‘‘But,” eaid the re- 
porter. does your statement that the Company 
lost over $400,000 during the last year not show 
that the varning given by Tur Tao was 
timely? No conservative company would place 
their risks in such a manner that it would pos- 
sibty lose such an immense amount of money.” 
Mr. Asay admitted that the Company bad been 
doing a recklees business. The busizess in this 
city, however, was conducted with great care and 
caution. They did not write anvthing here ex- 
cept what they considered first~lass risks, stil! 
they lost heavily in the July fire. The 
principal cause of the failure of the Company, 
Mr. Asay went on to say, was undoubzedly 
mismanagement, There was but one man con- 
nected with the general mavagement who knew 
anything about insurance matters, He was, 
however, confident that the Ooumany would 
make satisfactory arrangements as regarded the 
creditors in a day ortwo. The reporter promised 
to wait that length of time without making a re- 
port, so as to give the Company a chance to Uo 
the fair thing with the creditors. 

Yesterday the reporter called agnin at thd office 
of the agents. He was informed that the Direct- 
ore’ meeting had been held at Philadelpbia, 
and that one of the Directors was on his way to 
this city to lay the affairs of the Conapany before 
the creditors and 

MAKE THEM A PROPOSITION 

Nothing more definite could be ined 
from the agents, who are unusually reticénut about 
the Company's affaire. 

It is. bowever, understood that the debts of 
the Company for the outstanding policies and 
losses in this city alone amount to over $150,000. 
IK is aleo learned that they intend to offer to the 
creditors 40 cents on the dollar, but it is the gen- 
eral belief that the Company can pay more than 
that. 

The National Fire add Marivs Insurance 
Company, of Philadelphia, was org wized under 
the laws of the State of Pennsylvania in August, 
1869, and commenced business in September, 
1871. At the time of the Chicago fire, which oo- 
eurred shortly after, the Com Borg no agency 
in this city. and consequentiy lost nothing by 
that calamity. It reports an actually paid-up 
capital in cash of $300,000 and its assets January, 
1874, were reported at $552,114. It ia, however, 
very doubtful whetner the pauy can show up 
one-fourth of that amount. The Auditor of 
New York examined into its affairs last summer, 
and, finding their assets pot what thoy were 
represented, end geoerally unsatisfactory, ordered 
them out ‘of the State. The Company was 
neither a member of the Local nor National

TOWN AFFAIRS. 
PAY OF OFFICERS. | 

The squabble which srose some time ago be- 
tween Joe Greanhut, Clerk of the South Town 
Board, and Supervisor John Schanek, is another 
example of the truth of the saying that great 
oaks from little acorns grow.” No one would 
have thought at tho time that ihe personal diffi- 
culties of such men would result in de- 
priving town officers of the fatness which has 
always made them eagerly sought after dy 
the minor class of political grabbers, but yet 
such bas proved to be the case. The decision of 
Judge Booth in the case of Gruenhut vs. Schanck 
for a mandamus to compel Schauck to pay him 
money claimed is a brief to the effect that no 
town officer may collect more than the law al- 
lows, and reduces the Collector's remuneration to 
$1.500, the Assessor's to $5 per day for two 
mooths, the Supervisor's to $2.50 a day, and the 
Clerk's to $1.50 6 day.

The case of W. H. Brown, the telegraph oper- 
ator accused of carelessness in receiving the 
signal of alarm at the time of the Wah! gine fac- 
tory fire, was conclad 
the Board of Police rooms. Several new wit- 
nesses for the prosecution were examined, but 
notping of interest was elicited. The defense 
was limited to the condiiiov of the wires and in- 
struments, the defen jant’s good character being 
admitted and praised by both sides. It was 

roved that Brown was all right afew minntes 
fore Zo'clock and again at 3:30, just alter 
the alarm had been souvded. Various other cir- 
cumstances at the sub-siaticns appeared to point 
to a defect in the instrument. The witnesses 
examined on the part of the defense were Will- 
iam Dougherty, Siation-Keeper Rickey, B. B. 
Chandler, John Barrett, Mr. Shuman (of the 
lnater-Ocean), and Charlies H. Summers, Elec- 
tneian of the Western Union Telegra;h Oom- 
pany. The testimony of Mr. Summers saved 
Mr. Brown’s head. He explained Mm & very 
forcible manner how the armature of the insti u- 
ment might fail to work; that such occurrences 
often happened on the Western Union lines, and 
were much more likely to happen on the Fire- 
Alarm Telegraph for the reason that on tbe 
latter the circuit remained closed sometimes for 
six or seven hours.. He backed up these 
assertions by the opinions of some of 
the leading electricians of the country. 
Twenty-six minutes ela from the time the 
first alarm was 680: until the time the 
alarm was sounded by Brown, plainly indicat- 
ing that something was wrong with the instro- 
ments, else the alarm would have sounded in 
its usual manner, and could hardly have failed to 
awaken a person enjoying a very sound sleep. In 
Brown's case it was considered outside the ques- 
tion to accuse him of being asleep as he bad 
written a long letter some time between 2 and 4 
o'clock that morning. Messers. Chandler and 
Barrett, of the Fire Alarm Office, explained to 
the fullest extent how it was 
instruments micht fail to sound.
